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Selectmen’s Report 


The Selectmen submit their report for the year ending 
December 31, 19385. 


We have again cared for the regular town roads under 
Chapter 81 and we advise its continuance. Mr. Linn R. 
Underwood has completed seven years as Superintendent 
of Streets, his Annual Report will be found in this book. 


Under Article 16 of last year’s warrant the town voted 
the sum of $9,000. dollars as the town’s share for the com- 
pletion of the unfinished section of the Hockanum road 
.18 of a mile in length including a bridge over Fort River. 
The County agreed to furnish a like amount and the State 
$18,000. dollars under Chapter 90. A right of way 70 
feet in width was purchased from the Draper Estate and 
after plans and specifications were prepared by the state 
engineers the job was advertised for bids. Charles I. Hos- 
mer, Inc. of Greenfield was the successful bidder and with 
favorable weather conditions the contract was completed 
on time and has been accepted by the state authorities. The 
new bridge has a very pleasing appearance and we believe 
is one of the biggest improvements in recent years. A 
full report of the cost of this job will be found in the re- 
port of the Town Accountant. 


The Emergency Relief Administration has terminated 
and the Works Progress Administration is now functioning. 
Under E. R. A. a Jarge number of men were employed all 
winter and smaller numbers continued through the sum- 
mer. Some of the projects were Removing dead wood 
from practically all of our shade trees, cutting down dead 
and undesirable trees, scouting for Gypsy Moth along the 
Connecticut River, the slopes of Mt. Holyoke and other 
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wooded strips of land which had not been taken care of 
by our regular appropriation for this work. Trees were 
also scouted for traces of Dutch Elm disease. Brush was 
cut down along hearly all of our highways. All wood accu- 
mulated from any of these projects was distributed to 
needy families. The Hockanum Cemetery was graded, 
stones straightened the old fence was removed and a very 
beautiful stone wall was built nearer the road, Hockanum 
is very proud of its cemetery. 


Two sections of the North Hadley road were excavat- 
ed, filled with stone and gravel and two coats of cut back 
asphalt applied. ‘These sections, one on Middle Street and 
the other near North Hadley were heaving badly and 
breaking through in mud time due to insufficient base. The 
ladies sewing project has been in continuous operation 
throughout the year. 


F.E.R.A. allotments to the town by the Federal Gov- 
ernment through the state division have totaled $30,678. 
all of which was allotted for labor, in addition most of the 
material used in the sewing project was also contributed. 
Under W.P.A. the sewing project is being continued and 
we hope several worth while projects will be undertaken, 
such as the improvement of our side walks, straightening 
of the dangerous curve at the Russellville bridge, with a 
new bridge made possible by Governor Curley’s bond issue. 
At present there are about fifty men employed building a 
sidewalk along the state highway, this is a direct grant to 
the town and not a local project. The continuance of 
W.P.A. projects in town will require certain contributions 
by the town for which we are asking an appropriation. 


~The cost of the Welfare Department has risen from 
causes beyond our control, mainly hospital cases, tempor- 
ary aid and charges from other cities and towns, all of 
which we could not foresee in making our estimates for 
the year. 
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Food and clothing has been distributed each week 2! 
the Town Hall. 868 dozen cans of roast beef, 248 dozen 
cans of hamburg, 48 dozen cans of veal, 88 dozen cans of 
evaporated milk, 756 pounds of butter, 300 pounds of 
cheese, 54 dozen packages of rice, 9800 pounds of pota- 
toes and 2800 pounds of cabbage. A total of 211 mattresses 
were distributed also the following list of clothing. 224 
pair of bloomers, 305 dresses (women and children), 6 
layettes, 81 nightgowns, 95 pair of pajamas, 82 pairs of 
pants (men and boys), 105 quilts, 349 pillow cases, 215 
sheets, 243 shirts (men and boys), 40 shorts, 200 slips, 56 
sweaters, 7388 towels (dish, hand and turkish), 61 under- 
shirts, 6 leather jackets, 10 snow suits, 14 jumpers, 6 over- 
alls, 48 pair of socks, 83 jersey blouses, 20 jersey play 
suits, 18 jersey sun suits, 2 skirts, 12 union suits, 108 dia- 
pers and 15 jersey dresses. 


More applications are being received for Old Age As- 
sistance and the expense of this department will probably 
increase. Up to the present time the town has been very 
fortunate in the small cost of Soldier Relief but we are now 
beginning to get a few calls for aid in this department. 


The Board of Health is glad to report that there were 
no serious epidemics in town during the year. A clinic 
was held for under-weight children, also a meeting was held 
dealing with treatment and control of cancer. 


The Police and Fire Departments have reports else- 
where in this book.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report as Superintendent of Streets 
for the year 1935. 


Owing to the heavy snows and high winds at the first 
of the year we had to help to keep the roads open. Roger 
Barstow’s large truck was equipped with the town’s large 
V-snow plow and with the town truck working with him, we 
were able to keep the roads passable. We were very for- 
tunate not to have to plow any snow the last of the year. 


This year under Chapter 81 the State allotted the town 
-one hundred and fifty dollars a mile instead of the one hun- 
dred dollars. This means quite a bit more toward the im- 
provement of the roads. 


Two miles of gravel mixed with asphalt cut back have 
been covered, also two and one-half miles have been re- 
surfaced using 39,042 gallons of asphalt cut back. One 
mile of gravel mixed with Rotar has been covered and one 
mile resurfaced using 6854 gallons of Rotar. 


We have applied and leveled 7993 yards of gravel on 
the roads about the town. This work being done by trucks 
in the town and town labor. 


After the cold months with the snow and frost gone 
there is always some patching to be done on the hardened 
roads. This is looked after every year just as soon as the 
weather permits. 

The drainage throughout the town has been thorough- 
ly looked after with some new pipes replaced where needed. 


The brush along the roadside has been cut and carried 
away. 
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The usual amount of Spring and Fall scraping has been 
done. The Fall scraping being done with the town truck 
rather than. hiring a tractor. 


This year some repairing has been done on the North 
Hadley-Sunderland road, from money allotted to the town 
under E.R.A. and W.P.A. In places the old road bed has 
been excavated and refilled with fifteen inches of gravel 
and resurfaced with a black top. A short piece which was 
not completed before the cold weather came will be resur- 
faced this coming year. 


The relocation of the road and a new bridge built on 
the Hockanum road at the Old Mill will be a big help to 
traffic doing away with the narrow iron bridge which was 
dangerous and a big expense to the town. The bridge at 
Russellville on the Sunderland road seems to be a menace 


to traffic also. Plans have been put through to relocate the - 


road, this doing away with the dangerous curve and build 
a new bridge. The State has already allotted the money 
for the new bridge and we expect to receive an allottment 
of money under W.P.A. for the labor to start the work very 
soon. 


The Town is badly in need of a new road grader and 
a V-snow plow if the roads are to be properly taken care 
of. I would like to recommend that the town purchase a 
power grader. This is a tractor and grader combined and 
could be used to great advantage.

To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Hadley 
Gentlemen: 


I hereby submit to you my report for the year of 1935, as 
Superintendent of the Gypsy Moth Extermination Work. 

On Sept. 28th I started to do the work of destroying the 
egg clusters in the Town. | 


I had five men at work and we found that there was quite 
a decrease in the number of egg clusters in the Town this year. 


This fall when we were in the center of the Town we went 
into one dooryard and found some wood that had been brought 
in from Pelham and that wood was infested, so we took and 
piled it over and found over 30 egg clusters in that wood, and 
it should have been looked after by the Supt. in Pelham. We 
worked 30 days this year and we found a total of 10,210 egg 
clusters. ‘The number of places where egg clusters were found 
was 160 and the most on one tree was 265 egg clusters. 


There is one very bad place in the center of Hadley and I 
think that it should be sprayed this coming year, this place is 
at the lower end of West Street at the corner of the Bay Road 
and along the Bay Road by the old Cook place. The Elms along 
the Bay Road there, are so high and hard to make a pair of tree 
climbers work on them. It is taking too much of a chance without 
a safety belt which my department is not equipped with. 


The cost for the work this year was $478.08 for the regu- 
lar work and there was the cost for the E.R.A. work last winter 
which was $75.50 and of course that made the work run a little 
over the Appropriation which was made. This fall I sent in a pro- 
ject for the Moth Work on the W.P.A. and up to date have not 
heard much about it, but we are in hopes that it will come through, 
because it will help us to get some of the Breeding places 
cleaned out. 


——— 
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Last winter we got a project through on E.R.A. money and 
it took care of the wood land, with the assistance of Mr. John 
Byron we had very good results with the men. A large part 
of the men did not know anything about the Gypsy Moth and 
it took some time to show them all what they were to do, but 
after they got the idea of it they were interested and did very 
good. We destroyed a total of 25,875 egg clusters in the wood 
land and the river banks and the Island in the Conn. River. We 
cut a lot of wood and brush on Goodrich Island down by, the 
covered bridge. 


We also cleaned out the brush in a very bad spot on the 
range in Hockanum and there was another bad spot on the new 
road from the Plain down to the old McQueston place. 


I hope that we do not get into the same condition with the 
Gypsy Moth that our surrounding Towns are in, such as Amherst 
and Pelham are just now. 


Last winter the Town of Amherst destroyed 14,282,380 egg 
clusters. And we have quite a few bad places on the line be- 
tween Hadley and Amherst which will have to have a lot of care 
in the next year or two, so I hope that all the people will help 
what they can. I think it would be a good thing if this notice 
is put in with the report, G.L.C. 266-119. 


Whoever knowingly brings the insects which are known as 
ocneria dispar or Gypsy Moth or as the Brown Tail Moth, or 
their nest or eggs into the Commonwealth, or whoever knowingly 
transports said insects or their eggs or nest from one town to 
another in the Commonwealth, except when engaged in, and for 
the purpose of, destroying them shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than Two Hundred dollars or by imprisonment for not 
more than two months. or both. 


I hope that the people that bring wood into Hadley from 
other towns will ask the Moth Supt. of that town to check over 
the wood.

‘Complying with law and custom your cemetery committee 
hereby submit their report for the year of 1935 as follows: 


The five cemeteries have received careful attention and have 
been improved in appearance, for in addition to regular main- 
tenance the E.R.A. project of 1934 was continued and some 
work was done at each cemetery. 


The fences at al] cemeteries received attention, in North 
Hadley. the iron fence was painted with aluminum paint, and 
at Plainville and Russellville some minor repairs to the wooden 
fence were made and the fences given coats of white paint. Grad- 
ing was completed, at Old Hadley Cemetery. 


The Hockanum fence being beyond repair, it was removed, 
and a new fence erected on the north border, while across the 
front a wall of trap rock and cement was erected. The rock was 
given by Mr. Charles Lyman of South Hadley and was dug out 
of the quarry by the E.R.A. and trucked to location by the 
Town Truck, the finished wall is substantial and is approved by 
most people, if it had been possible to follow the line of the 
former fence, the general appearance would have been improved. 
Total man hours for work on this project were 2818, at a labor 
cost of $1,478.25, materials used cost $169.55.

Sir: 


As directed by you I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Hadley for the period from July 21, 
1982, the date of the previous examination, to July 16, 1985, and 
submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions, as recorded on the books of the 
several departments receiving or disbursing money for the town 
or committing bills for collection, were examined, checked, and 
verified. 


The receipts for licenses issued by the board of selectmen 
were checked with the record of licenses granted and the pay- 


ae 


ments to the treasurer were compared with the treasurer’s and 
the accountant’s books. 


The books and accounts of the town accountant were ex- 
amined and checked. The receipts as recorded were checked 
with the records of the departments collecting money for the 
town and with the treasurer’s cash book, while the payments were 
compared with the treasury warrants authorizing them and with 
the treasurer’s records. 


The appropriations voted by the town were listed from the 
town clerk’s record of town meetings, being checked with the 
ledger appropriation accounts. 


The ledger was analyzed, a trial balance was taken off, and 
a balance sheet, which is appended to this report, was prepared 
showing the financial condition of the town on July 16, 1935. 


The balance sheet indicates that the town is in good financial 
condition. | 


The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were compared with 
the records of the several departments collecting money for the 
town and with the other sources from which money was paid 
into the town treasury. The payments were compared with the 
treasury warrants approved by the selectmen and _ author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town funds. The cash book ad- 
ditions were verified and the cash balance July 16, 1935, was 
proved by actual count of the cash in the office and by a recon- 


ciliation of the bank account with a statement furnished by the 
bank. 


The savings bank books representing the investment of the 
funds held in trust by the town were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and the withdrawals were checked with the 
treasurer's record of receipts. 


The payments of debt and interest were checked with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
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and checked. The taxes outstanding at the time of the previous ex- 
amination were audited and proved. The committments of poll, 
property, old age assistance, and motor vehicle excise taxes were 
proved with the warrants given by the assessors. The recorded 
collections were checked with the committment lists, the payments 
to the treasurer were verified, the abatements were compared with | 
the assessors’ records of abatements granted, and the outstanding 
accounts were listed and proved with the accountant’s ledger. 


As a further verification of the outstanding accounts notices 
were mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared on 
the books as owing money to the town, the replies received there- 
to indicating that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined. 
The receipts for dog and sporting licenses were checked with 
the records of licenses issued. The payments to the state, county, 
and town treasurers were verified, and the cash on hand July 16, 
1935, was proved by actual count. 


The surety bonds of the town treasurer and tax collector 
as well as those of the town clerk for 1983 and 1935 were ex- 
amined and found to be in proper form. The town clerk’s bond 
for 1984 was not on file. 


The records of receipts for the rental of the town hall and 
other town property were checked, and the payments to the treas- 
urer were verified. 


The receipts of the sealer of weights and meastires were 
checked with the record of fees charged, and the payments to — 
the treasurer were verified. Attention is called to Section 34, 
Chapter 98, General Laws, which requires all fees collected by the 
sealer to be paid to the treasurer monthly. 


The accotints of the health, public welfare, and school de- 
partments were examined, checked, and verified. 


The receipts of the librarians for fines, etc., were checked 
with the records of collections, the payments to the treasurer 
were verified, and the cash on hand July 31, 1935, was proved 
by actual count. 
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The records of the cemetery committee pertaining to care 
of cemetery lots were found to be incomplete. It. is recommended 
that a complete record of charges be made and that a cash book 
record of collections be kept. 


Appended to this report, in addition to the balance sheet. 
are tables showing a reconciliation of the treasurer’s cash, sum- 
maries of the tax and departmental accounts, together with tables 
showing the transactions and condition of the trust funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town officials, 
while engaged in making the audit, I wish, on behalf of my as- 
sistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

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Report of School Committee 


The past school year has been noteworthy for certain 
material improvements to the existing school plant. As 
there was no E.R.A. project that could be used to advan- 
tage, it was felt advisable to carry out two projects which 
your Committee had in mind for some time. The boys’ 
toilet facilities at the Russell School were improved by 
the installation of new fixtures. For some time your Com- 
mittee had been fearful that the old room would be con- 
demned and that it would be necessary to make expensive 
changes at a time when the school budget did not so war- 
rant. 


The O’Neill house, the North Hadley building, the 
Roosevelt building, and the woodwork of the Hartsbrook 
building were all painted at day labor at a considerable 
saving over the bid price. When the work was being done 
at North Hadley, it was discovered that the belfry was 
in a bad condition and called for considerable repairing. 
It was also necessary to relay three chimneys from the roof. 


Beginning with the Fall of 1985, two busses have been 
used to take care of the group from the northern portion 
of the town, it having been necessary to employ Mrs. Ship- 
man to make a trip to the store at North Hadley each morn- 
ing and evening. Since the present school bus has been 
in use for three seasons, it may develop that a sufficiently 
advantageous offer can be procured that would warrant 
an exchange being made before the close of another school 
year. 


The Plainville School was closed in June and the bus 
schedules re-arranged so that the pupils’ attending this 
school were transported to the more modern Roosevelt 
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School. We are informed that the change has been most 
satisfactory. 


It has also’ been possible to so arrange classes in the 
Russell building that the room on the lower floor has not 
had to be used. 


An examination of the budgets covering the past and 
future school costs should be of particular interest to every 
taxpayer. It has been the desire of your Committee to 
bring about this résult gradually, rather than by the in- 
stituting of drastic cuts. We feel that the results have 
fully justified our action for the physical plant is in ex- 
cellent condition, and the whole-hearted efforts of our 
teachers have been constant in providing for as high a level 
of instruction as is possible under all the conditions that 
have faced us in these last few years. The school system 
has been spared those upsets which always follow a drastic 


change. 


It is to be noted in passing, that the contemplated 
school budget is in sharp contrast to those generally ap- 
pearing in the public press, as these latter are without ex- 
ception asking for increased funds. 


In accordance with our previous custom, we are in- 
cluding in our report a report of funds received from other 
than town sources. ;

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REPORT OF THE 


| Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Hadley :— 


It is my pleasure and privilege to submit my fifth an- 
nual report as superintendent of your schools. 


The following table shows that within a month there 
were enrolled 516 pupils distributed among the several 
elementary buildings of the town. Mr, Reed will report on 
his enrollment in his portion of the report. The enroll- 
ment by grades in each building follows:

This is a decrease of 52 pupils in the elementary 
schools within the year. One may anticipate probable school 
enrollment for future years from a study of the vital rec- 
ords of the Town Clerk. 


From a comparison of the similar chart of last year 
‘it is seen that the present enrollment of the combined 
Plainville and Roosevelt communities at the Roosevelt 
School is only three in excess of the Roosevelt group of last 


year! 


The registration at the Hooker School has been near- 
ly uniform for the past four years. -On that basis it would 
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appear safe to make two forecasts relative He school facil- 
ities in the central area of the town. 


1—The pupils from the Hartsbrook and Hockanum 
sections can be, housed at the Hooker building for the re- 
spective grades and not overtax the seating capacity of any 
room. 


2—-Kither the Hooker portable building or the room 
in the Town Hall will not be needed in September, and 
neither will be necessary in two years unless some auxil- 
iary use is made of the ground floor room in the Russell 
School. Then the closing of each room is delayed one 
more year. 


In two years all of the pupils beyond North Hadley 
can be seated in the North Hadley building. The primary 
group could be changed in September but I readily know 
objection would be raised against separating family 
groups where the youngest pupils are involved. 


The foregoing changes are possible but frankly, is 
the financial background in Hadley serious enough to war- 
rant the closing of the smaller schools housing the lower 
grades purely on the basis of economy? 


The closing of schools means the transfer of the pu- 
pils left in the affected area. It means for those legally 
entitled some transporation. At the present time the 
schedules of the two busses in use are as extended as pos- 

sible and little leeway is allowed for winter road conditions. 
Hence an extension of bus service means another bus or the 
use of private cars with small groups of pupils. Regular 
school buses are inspected for mechanical fitness every two 
months and a report of this inspection is filed with the 
superintendent as well as in Boston. It may be that an- 
other bus would not only permit of future extension in other 
sections of the town as schools are closed but would per- 
mit of a rearrangement in present schedules whereby 8 
A. M. departures in the morning could be delayed until 
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8.20 with a correspondingly earlier arrival in the after- 
noon. 


Transportation introduces the matter of noon lunches. 
For a while in September the cold lunch from home is a 
novelty and then the problem becomes as distasteful to 
the pupil as it is monotonous to the mother who plans the 
noon lunch. Some mothers have frankly told me that they 
would welcome the inauguration of warm lunches in the 
central school area. Oh, I know some one will tell me 
that the early residents of Hadley were not pampered in 
this manner, so why bring the subject into a report. A 
warm school lunch is as much a part of educational activ- 
ities today as a radio is a necessary article of home furni- 
ture. The portable building at the Hooker School has 
nearly completed its usefulness and is not worth moving. 
One of two rooms could be used by September—either the 
ground floor room at Russell School, or the present class- 
room in the Town Hall with the kitchen adjoining. 


I see no valid reason why older girls from the House- 
hold Arts division who seem more adept at food prepara- 
tion than garment making could not have a rotating pro- 
ject in connection with the lunch preparation adequate for 
the enrollment. I know Miss Holmes would aid the House- 
hold Arts teacher in the supervision of nutrition values. 
The Welfare Department could certify families whose pu- 
pils were worthy of assistance so all needing warm noon 
lunches could get them. The regular teachers in turn 
could aid in the routine discipline for orderly maintenance 
is vitally necessary. I believe there are sufficient children 
to make use of the project to insure low cost of materials 
and a reasonable variation in offerings. I anticipate more 
reports and comments from the parents of Hadley. 


A year ago the matter of some type of a ninth grade 
was discussed at some length. Provision was made for its 
accommodation in the Russell School and a schedule pre- 
pared together with tentative subjects, all ready for Sept- 
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ember. At that time only a few parents and as few pupils 
—all boys, indicated a preference for that type of schedule. 
The plan was abandoned because it would not be an eco- 
nomical expenditure of your appropriation, Although none 
of the pupils who completed Grade VIII last year and are 
now enrolled in Hopkins, are known as Grade IX pupils 
the fact still remains that all are in the ninth year of school 
work call it by whatever name you wish. 


In September a modified commercial program was in- 
augurated which has met with hearty response from the 
pupils at Hopkins. The time of a teacher was divided 
with the Russell School. As a result the size of some other 
classes was decreased to the improvement of classroom 
teaching. To my way of thinking there are still some peri- 
ods of the week when a quiet homeroom study would be 
used by serious pupils. The ground floor room at the Rus- 
sell School is easily accessible and would need only a teach- 
er in study periods and could be used for recitations. 


On another page in the school report will be seen the 
tabulation of the school budget-for the present year. For 
comparison are shown the higher expenditures of 1931 as 
well as those for 1935. The estimates for 1936 are 20% 
lower than the expenditures of 1981 which is directly in 
accordance with the disposition of the 1933 annual town 
meeting, namely that the several departments of the town 
make serious effort to effect retrenchments. The commit- 
tee members and your superintendent have kept faith with 
the expression of the town in the expenditure of school 
appropriations. 


From the annual reports of the Department of Edu- 
cation for the school years ending June 30, 1932 and June 
1985 their figures showing average pupil cost which are 
pertinent at this place in my report. 


1—In 1982 the average net pupil cost from local 
taxation was $43.38. 
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In 1935 this same net pupil cost on same basis 
was $39.01. | 


2—-In 1932 the average per pupil cost on entire 
school cost was $68.68. 
In 1985 this same per pupil cost was $67.30. 


In other words while the per pupil cost has decreased 
$1.88 per pupil the cost as coming from local taxation has 
decreased $4.37. 


During the year ending last June the average attend- 
ance including wards of the city and state was 711 which 
compares generally with towns nearer 4000 population. 
Frankly as the attendance lowers in the future there is the 
expectation that average costs will increase,—it is inevi- 
table. 


As I have already stated in the discussion of transpor- 
tation matters there is reason to expect that two elemen- 
tary classrooms will not be needed next September under 
present enrollment forecasts. This means that as many 
teachers may be disappointed because it is difficult for 
teachers to relocate these days. When other vacancies oc- 
cur meanwhile I shall recommend the transfer of teachers, 
or reappointment of former teachers solely on the merits 
of previous experience, temperament and personality, as 
demanded by the type of the impending vacancy. 


I would indeed be ungrateful were I to omit reference 
to the retirement of Miss Mary A. Cook last June follow- 
ing her many, many years of active association with the 
boys and girls in Hopkins Academy. The friendliness and 
respect of her legion of former pupils is a living tribute 
to her worth and zeal in the school and community. 


Last year reference was made to the proposition to 
convert Russell School into a Junior High School for the 
town. This would mean that all pupils of the respective 
grades would be centralized in the one building from all 
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sections of the town. Otherwise there would be two types 
of school within the one town—a ready source of contro- 
versy. Departmental teaching has been the practice at 
the Russell School even before my service in the district. 
A Junior High School would extend departmental teaching 
into more subjects of the currculum and to all the pupils. 
It would mean, too, that the ninth year of school life would 
be transferred back to the Russell School along with the 
VII and VIII grades. Hopkins would become a three year 
Senior High School. Just how sincere a desire exists for 
that realignment of pupils I do not know. 


Other reports from divisions of school activities follow 
my report and they are worth consideration. I wonder if 
the rank and file of parents realize the scope of the health 
work under the care and supervision of the school physi- 
cian and school nurse. Do you know the extent of the 
physical examinations and the follow up work of the school 
nurse? Nothing is worth more than a sound program of 
health activities——even to school lunches some day. 


I am satisfied that each pupil has made progress ac- 
cording to the individual ability during the past year. The 
teachers have been conscientious in each respective niche. 
The entire school atmosphere in the town is friendly. All 
these facts work together for progress. 


I appreciate the loyalty of the teachers and the cor- 
dial support of the committee and the townspeople.

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REPORT OF THE 


Principal of Hopkins Academy 


Hadley, Mass. 
Jan. 15, 1986. 


Superintendent William E. Hebard and the Members of 
the Hadley School Committee. 


Gentlemen: 


The peak of our enrollment was reached last fall when 
the total was 230. Since then ten students have left school. 
reducing the enrollment to 220. Since next year’s enter- 
ing class will be comparatively small, the total enrollment 
next fall will not be over 210, and will probably be less. 
Judging from the gradual reductions in enrollment which 
occur in classes as they advance into and through the acad- 
emy, I believe that the total enrollment will remain in the 
vicinity of 200 for several years, and that after that it will 
gradually decrease. If all the boys and girls who were 
in grades 6, 7, 8 and 9 three years ago had remained in 
school, our enrollment today would be 362. 


A comparison of the ages of the entering classes over 
a period of 50 years is interesting. The average age of the 
class which entered in 1887 was 14 years and 8 months. 
Two of the students were over 18 years of age, four were 
over 17, and one fifth of the class was under 13. The 
youngest freshman was 11 years and 11 months. The 
average age of the entering class in 1908 was 14 years 
and 10 months. The oldest student was 16, and the young- 
est 13 years and 1 month. One sixteenth of the class was 
under 18. In 1926 the average age of the freshman class 
upon entering was 18 years and 10 months. The oldest stu- 
dent was 16 years and 1 month, and the youngest student 12 
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years. One sixteenth of the class was under 13. The average 
age of the class which entered in 1930 was 14 years and 1 
month. The oldest student was 15 years and 6 months, 
and the youngest was 12 years and 1 month. One seventh 
of the class was under 13. (The average age of the class 
which entered last September was 14 years and 8 months. 
The oldest student was 16 years and 5 months, and the 
youngest was 12 years and 10 months. Only one of the 
77 members of the class was under 18. These figures in- 
dicate that the present freshman class is more uniform in 
age than any of the others. Superintendent Hebard and 
the grade school teachers deserve credit for this improve- 
ment in age grouping. 


From time to time the trustees have made changes in 
or additions to our buildings. These alterations and im- 
provements have been of great help in accommodating the 
increased membership. I am glad to be able to report that 
the trustees are contemplating the alteration of the dress- 
ing rooms. Improvement in these rooms is much needed, 
and will be greatly appreciated. 


Miss Mary E. Cook, who served the school and the 
community so faithfully and well for many years, retired 
from teaching last June. All of her former pupils and all 
who have been associated with her in her school work were 
greatly pleased with the splendid tributes paid her at the 
graduation exercises and at the Alumni reunion last June. 
Miss Marion Day of Russellville, a graduate of Middle- 
bury college, was elected to the position made vacant by 
Miss Cook's resignation. 


Elementary courses in business were added to the 
curriculum in September. Miss Ruth McQueston of Had- 
ley, a graduate of Middlebury college and of the North- 
ampton Commercial College, was engaged to give half of 
her. teaching time to Hopkins where she teaches the busi- 
ness courses. These courses have helped to relieve con- 
gestion in other classes, and have proved to be so worth 
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while, that I hope we shall be able to develop this work 
next year. 


I appreciate Mr. Hebard’s helpful spirit. He is in- 
terested above all else in what is best for the boys and 
girls. I am grateful to the. members of the school com- 
mittee and to the board of trustees for their cooperation 
and for helpful suggestions. No principal could possibly 
wish for teachers who are more devoted to the school than 
are my assistants. They are not only willing and eager 
to work for the boys and girls, but they are versatile and 
capable. I appreciate their loyal support. Not since | 
have been principal have we had students who were more 
ambitious to do well in their studies, or who have better 
spirit. It is a pleasure to work with them.

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School Health Report 


Hadley, 1935 


To the Superintendent and 
Members of the School Committee. 
Hadley, Massachusetts. 


Nearly a hundred years ago Horace Mann said, “the 
Nature of Education must be explained, we cannot drive our 
people up a dark avenue even tho’ it be the right one.” 
This is especially true of any avenue in health education, 
innate reserve and tradition hamper the older generation 
and the complexities of modern living brings in many fac- 
tors to confuse the young, but with the confusion comes 
the knowledge of how to deal with these complexities. 


The newest approach in education of any form places 
more and more responsibility on the children. They are 
learning, under guidance, how to work together for indi- 
vidual as well as group welfare; how to evaluate the pros 
and cons of many things never heard of many years later 
than when Horace Mann made that statement. 


The screen and radio influence the child’s opinion 
sometimes wisely, sometimes not. Any one associating with 
children know this to be true. What to do about it is no min- 
_ or responsibility, but it seems practical to keep abreast or a 
leap ahead and help the child to make his or her own de- 
cision even to the extent of evaluating Pop-Eye and his 
Spinach. 


Much is being written and promoted thru’ educational 
and commercial channels relating to health. Health teach- 
ing may or may not be educational depending on whether 
or not the presentation conveys practical knowledge, 
wholesome interest and establishing worth-while habits. The 
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interest and preparation of the teacher enters into the pre- 
sentation. The value of good mental and physical health. 
must be explained and presented in a manner acceptable 
to the. child’s understanding Spectacular demonstration is 
dramatic and has its place, but the every day teaching of 
‘cleanliness, safety, rest, etc.’ cannot help but have its 
effect. .The new text books for the primary grades carry 
out practical ideas,, colorful illustrations of common things 
relating to healthful living, in large type conserving vision, 
all phased in language pleasing and helpful. As funds 
permit new books will replace the worn out Bobi in the 


aber grades. 


“The regular health program differs Ae slightly from 
the program of the previous year. The result we see work- 
ing. well in the added responsibility. of the pupils in regard 
to their own health and safety. 


_ The program may be divided but intertetated! age 


“1st—The actual classroom teaching by ‘the teacher 
from graded textbooks on healthful living ond by class in- 
spection. 


2nd—The teaching of First Aid and Safety to groups 
in the 7th, 8th, 9th and 10th grades. This First Aid teach- 
ing qualifies the apt student to a Junior Red Cross certifi- 
cate and Scout Merit Badge. 


» 8rd—Physical examination grades 1-12 inc. This ex- 
amination is made by the school physician, Dr. Kennedy 
and is detailed and thorough. 


4th—The testing for normal hearing BoA the use of 
the audiometer, grades 3-12. This.is important for faulty 
hearing is sometimes. difficult to detect, the child being 
classed as indifferent or dull. Faulty hearing may be im- 
proved altho’ the physical. defect cannot be completely co~ 
rected by helping the child to understand his handicap, 
thru’ better concentration; giving more attention to the 
teacher; changing position in the class room for sound 
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effect and above all removing from the mind the sense of 
inferiority common to all ‘hard of hearing’ people. 


5th—The vision test by the class room teacher and 
check up. It is not difficult to detect faulty vision and no 
one is in a better position to observe the expression on the 
face of the child and his manner of doing his work when 
not conscious of being watched than the class room teacher. 
The check up usually confirms her observation. 


6th—-The Oral examination by the dentist and the 
Dental Clinic open to all grades, concentrating on the High 
School alternate years. 


7th—The Chadwick Clinic and State Clinic operating 
under Dr. O’Brien of the Hampshire County Sanatorium. 
The State Clinic under Dr. O’Brien will gradually replace 
the Chadwick and offers annual examination to all pupils 
in the 7th. 9th. 11th grades. The objective of both clinics 
is to detect any symptom of tuberculosis and follow up any 
child showing a tendency to the disease. Tuberculosis is 
by no means conquered, it maybe controlled and cured thru’ 
intelligent cooperation but not otherwise. All parents and 
teachers in the 7th, 9th and 11th grades are requested to 
give their. best assistance to this clinic in behalf of the 
children. | 


It is not necessary to remind every one of the value of 
physical education as a health measure. Athletics, gym- 
nasties, dancing, under. direction of the teachers in addi- 
tion to their class room duties is a commendable service to 
the community as a social feature as well as to the school 
health program. | 


It is the aim of the health service in the program tc 
have corrected as many defects as may be done. The de- 
partment is indebted to the doctors on service at the Cooley- 
Dickinson for excellent cooperation in regard to the Nose 
and Throat clinic. It would not be within the reach of 
many to have defects of the nose and throat corrected ex- 
cept for this clinic. | 
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16 school children and 3 pre-school children had de- 
fects of the nose and throat corrected during the year. 


To the Grange of the town of Hadley and to private 
contributors the health service extends appreciation for 
the sum of $26.50 used in Dental work. 325 children had 
dental defects cared for during the year. 


To the Hooker and Russell school in the Centre and 
to the teacher in the Roosevelt school three children are 
indebted and grateful for improved vision by the purchase 
of corrective lens. To the generous and thoughtful per- 
sons contributing frames to be used for this purpose the 
health service extends appreciation. 


18 children had defective vision improved by correc- 
tive lens. 


To the Hampshire County Public Health Association 
for making it possible to give two children four weeks each 
an opportunity to live at Camp Hodgkins and enjoy all 
the wonderful care provided for children. 


To the State Dept. of Health, Metropolitan Life In- 
surance Co., Prudential Life Insurance Co., American Red 
Cross and the Dept. of Education the school health depart- 
ment extends appreciation for much helpful material on 
Health Education. 


During the month of October the Chadwick Clinic X- 
rayed and examined 18 children.

To the Members of the School Committee and 
Superintendent of Schools: 


Vocal music in our schools ought, at all times to sound 
like music and it can if the pupils use their singing voices 
correctly. We emphasize singing above. everything: else. 
doing much individual singing in the lower grades to aid 
deficient pitches and also singing in concert, to help some 
voices to keep in tune with other voices which also trains 
the child to use ears keenly. 


Aside from the cultivation of a pleasing singing tone 
our aim in music in the public schools may be summed up 
as follows :—
